“The question js, how long is this 


Jinactivity along this line going, to 


‘continue? How long rust the young 
people of Red Deer who do not curl 
be kept . waiting? 

Before stating my proposition, I 
should Jike ‘to point out a few reas- 
ons why this matter is not being 
handled actively by the citizens and 
‘why ‘it ought to be handled as a 
municipal enterprise. 

’ In the first place, the majority of 
sour prominent ‘citizens, whose energy 
is at the back of all successful under- 
takings in this city, are members of 
the Red Deer Curling Club—a most 
successful organization, which owns 
its own property. To be correct, I 
should say that the property is own- 
ed by a few of the members of the 


| Curling Club. These gentlemen who 


curl, are satisfied to curl,. and 
whether they skate or not is a 
matter of indifference to them. I do 
action 
be taken for the erection of a skat- 
ing rink by an organized company, 
these gentlemen would not give their 
assistance. 1 rather be’ieve they 
would in most cases. But the point 
is, the skaters will probably wait a 
long time for these gentlemen to 
take the initiative in the matter. 
In the second place, the young men 
and ladies, boys and girls, who par- 
ticularly need and ,desire the skating 
rink, are not so permanently located 
in Red Deer as the wielders of the 
broom. They may be here this win- 
ter but away next summer. They 
are not in as good a financial posi- 


tion to shoulder the responsibility of 


such an undertaking. In fact, they 


{cannot do it. 


‘The result is that if a skating 
rink is to be had for Red Deer, it 
must either be built by the city or 
by some ‘private party or company. 

The erection of a suitable building 
by a private party or company is 
highly improbable, as it is very 
doubtful if the returns would war- 
rant the investment. The city re- 
quires a large building, centrally lo- 
cated, for mass meetings of the 
citizens, and it is the most reason- 
able proposition of all that the city 
erect such a building as will serve 
this purpose during the summer 
months, and during the winter may 
be leased to a private party as a 
rink. 

There is no argument as to the 
wisdom of having such an __ institu. 
tion, nor is it necessary to enumer- 
ate the many advantages. But I 
hope to be pardoned for referring to 
one which I consider very  impor- 
tant. I refer to the activity of the 
Band during the winter months. 
Given a décent rink, there would 
probably ‘be some inducement for the 
Band to keep going throughout the 
winter, with the result that the 
boys would be in shape for the sum- 
mer work. As it is, this organization 
is obliged to go to sleep like the 
bears during the winter and in the 
spring, practically commence all over 
again. The city loses in this connec- 
tion. It is not fair to the Band. 

Again, it is very advisable that the 
skating rink, if built. should be cen- 
‘trally located, Were it to be built 
in the fair grounds, how many ladies 
from the north end of town, cither 
with or without escorts, would care 
to go there to skate? Not many, 
especially on a cold night. 
just a matter of expediency where- 
by the rink may be had this winter, 
and the Exhibition Association have 
a building next summer, I rather 
think that. the skaters would prefer 
to wait another winter and be as- 
sured of a creditable rink in a 
eentral location. 

My proposal is that the city pur- 
chase the necessary lots on the north 
side of Blowers Street, directly 
across the lane from the curling 
rink, and that a suitable rink be 
erected thereon by the city. The 
points in favor of this proposal are 
as follows: It will be central. The 
ladies whose .husbands or escorts 
may have been curling will not have 
far to go ‘to ‘the curling rink and, 
of course, viea versa. The city will 
require a eentral property such as 
this as a store yard, now that the 
old buildings on the city square 
are to be removed, and this accom- 
modation could be provided.

APPLE CHEESE (Mrs. Quigg) 


Wash and cut apples in fours, 
in two if crabapples, cover them 
with water, and boil to a paste ; rub 
through a coarse wire sieve or heat 
through a colander. 

To every pint of pulp add 1 ib. of 
sugar, and boil for 1} hours slowly. 
Flavor with cloves or lemon, the 
erated rind and juice of two lemons 
keing sufficient for 12 pints of pulp. 


MUSTARD PICKLE (Mrs. Lees). 


1 quart. green tomatoes, 1 quart 
onions, 1 quart: cauliflower, 1 quart 
celery and 6 green peppers. . Cut not 
too fine the tomatoes, cauliflower, 
etc.; pick and steam the cauliflower 
till tender ;.then pour over the whole 
a scalding hot brine, made with one 
cup of salt, and let stand 24 hours. 

Put 3 pints vinegar, 1 pound sug- 
ar and a piece of butter size of an 
egg into a saucepan, and when hot, 
but not boiling, add (stirring con- 
stantly) 1 cup of flour, 5. table- 
spoons mustard, and half dozen tur- 
meric, :') mixed together and work- 
ed to 2 smooth thin paste in cold 
water. Drain off the brine, add the 
paste hot, and can. If the ingre- 
dients are not tender, cook a short 
time in the paste. 

SWEET PICKLE (Mrs. Lees). 

1 gallon green tomatoes, 1 gallon 
onions, 1 dozen green peppers, all 
sliced, sprinkled with 1 cup of salt, 
and let stand for 24 hours. Drain 
the brine off, cover with viregar, 
add 24 cups sugar, and 1 tablespoon 
each of cloves, allspice and cinna- 


mon, the spices tied in a-bag. Boil, 


till tender. Before bottling stir ina 
large cup of grated horseradish. 

. QUINCE PRESERVE 

(Mrs. Cunningham) 

Peel the fruit, quarter and core, 
weigh, making pound for, pound. 
Place fruit in preserving kettle, add- 
ing enough water to cover. Boil un- 
til soft. enough for a straw to enter. 
Remove fruit. Add sugar to water 
and boil hard for ten minutes. Then 
replace fruit in the boiling syrup, 
and allow fruit to get heated.. Then 
bottle.

Opening of 
Agricultural Schools 


The official opening of the Provin- 
cial Schools of Agriculture will take 
place next week. The opening exer- 
cises in connection with the Vermil- 
ion school will take place at Ver- 
milion, Monday, November 17th; 
Claresholm, Wednesday, November 
19th ; and at Olds, Friday, Novem- 
ber 21st. The schools will be open 
for inspection during the afternoon, 
and classes will be carried on in the 
different lines of instruction given at 
the school so as to:show visitors the 
nature of the work undertaken. A 
meeting will be held in the evening 
and- addressed by leading speakers in 
the province. The public are cor- 
dially invited to attend these open- 
ing exercises. Invitations are being 
sent to the public men in the prov- 
ince, but everybody is invited to at- 
tend, and will be made heartily wel- 
come. It is most important that a 
large number of farmers who are 
conveniently situated to these 
schools will make it a point to be 
present and see the kind of instruc- 
tion work that is being carried on. 
There are now 126 registered pupils 
in actual attendance at the three 
schools, and a great deal of interest 
is being shown in agricultural edu- 
cation in the province by the far- 
mers and farmers’ sons.
